An enthralled audience heard 
world-famous civil rights leader (and 
resident of 7th St. S.W., DC) Dr. 
Dorothy Height tell of her involve¬ 
ment of the Civil Rights Movement 
from the earliest days. Selma, Atlan¬ 
ta, and meetings with US presidents 
from John F. Kennedy to George W. 
Bush are all in the fabric of her life 
memories. 

Speaking softly and without fire, 
sitting in her wheel chair in the front 
of the meeting room at St. Mat¬ 
thews Lutheran Church, she set the 
scene of famous event after famous 
event, from her vantage point as an 
active participant. (Similar stories 
and many pictures appear in her 
2003 memoirs, “Open Wide The 
Freedom Gates”). 

In 1937 Dr. Height met Mary 
McLeod Bethune, founder of the 
National Council of Negro Women, 
who became Dr. Heights mentor 
until Bethune died in 1955. Dr. 
Height became head of the NCNW 
and is active in it today. 

The important leadership role of 
women in the civil rights move¬ 
ment - even though the names in 
the headlines were usually men - 
was emphasized in her talk at St. 
Matthews Church. The event was a 
belated Black History Month affair 
and included several other speakers. 

Other speakers included Lawren- 
cy Guyot, who gave insights on his 
involvement with the Civil Rights 
Movement. He referred the audi¬ 
ence to books they should read that 
tell the story. One of the best, he said, 
is Pillar of Fire by Taylor Branch. 

Representing Mayor Anthony 
Williams was Barbara Childs, who 
explained the origin and activities of 
the new holiday in D.C. - Eman-

S.W. Heritage Trail in Spring 


By Hugh Muir 

Take a walk to see where you are. You 
know why you live here in Southwest, but 
do you know why “here” is “here?” Its 
spring, and so its the perfect time to take 
a walk to find out. 

The recently opened Southwest Heri¬ 
tage Trail gives you an idea. And it isn’t 
just for tourists. Indeed, its a doughty 
tourist who will take the time and make 
the effort to walk the entire distance. For 
many of us who live here, however, the 
90-minute circuit is a stroll through our 
own back yard. 

As has been well publicized, there are 
17 “stops” on the trail, each well-marked 
by a poster-sized sign and map. With 
illustrations and text, strollers learn about 
the cultural, commercial, architectural 
and social development of Southwest 


for Benjamin Banneker, a free African 
American and self-taught mathematician/ 
astronomer who helped draw up D.C.’s 
original boundaries in 1791. 

The trail then sends you down the hill 
and along the walkway overlooking the 
water for stops #9 through #12 that recall 
the hey day of fish markets and com¬ 
mercial and passenger shipping, before 
reaching the Titanic Memorial and turn¬ 
ing left along the Ft. McNair wall. Stops 
#13 through #17 in a little three-block 
area just beyond give the stroller a chance 
to poke among historical (Wheat Row) 
and modern (Harbour Square) residential 
settings in SW. 

The trail ends at 4th and N St. S.W., 
just a block from where it begins. 

And the memories go on. 

So should you.

since the early 19th century. The trails 
creation was sponsored jointly by Cultural 
Tourism DC and the Southwest Neigh¬ 
borhood Assembly 

So pick up a copy of the excellent bro¬ 
chure at the counter at CVS, Safeway, the 
bank or most apartment houses, step out 
and go. You can pick up the trail at any 
point since it has no particular time-line. 
Each formal stop is a story unto itself. 


Highlights 

Most people start at Stop #1 because 
its in the heart of our SW and right at 
the Mall and the Waterfront Metro stop. 
It sketches a broad view of SW history. 
Then you walk west and literally around 
the block and up 4th St. to G St. S.W. 
Stops #2, #3 and #4 explain the historical 
ethnic and contemporary architectural 
mixes that give us the multi-integrated 
SW we have today. 

Then a four-block walk west on G St. 
- with a side trip to 7th and E St. - brings 
us, literally, to the high point of the trail, 
#8 at Banneker Circle, anchoring the 
L’Enfant Promenade and giving a won¬ 
derful view of the waterfront. It is named

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Community Gives Ballpark Planners Feedback

Over 300 SW and SE residents spent 
all day on a Saturday expressing their fears 
and suggestions to DC officials charged 
with building a new ballpark on So. 
Capitol St. and redeveloping the whole 
Anacostia Waterfront area. 

Comments ranged from more under¬ 
ground parking on the stadium site to 
keeping the river shore green to having 
year-round restaurants and stores on the 
ground level of the stadium even during 
the six months there is no baseball. 

A discussion group on Ballpark Design 
Principles & Zoning heard many voices 
wanting the open end to face the river, 
not the residential areas of Capitol Hill 
and Southwest, to avoid noise and light 
pollution. However it was pointed out 
that Major League Baseball doesn’t want 
the batter to face the sun. 

A transportation and parking group 
raised objections to only 1100 parking 
spaces (including only 30 for buses) on the 
ballpark site. The worst traffic jams would 
be for 7 pm start time that conflicts with 
commuter traffic. Doesn’t the Navy Yard 
Metro stop need to be redesigned to meet 
the new demand, it was asked. Restric¬ 
tions on curb parking will be necessary 
to protect the rights of residents for many 
blocks around to park near their homes 
and have guests. The experience around 
RFK Stadium, home of the ball games for 
three years, will be important. 

Neighborhood development discus¬ 
sions went beyond ballpark questions. 
The adequacy of retail services in the area 
and ease of transportation, especially for 
the elderly, was a concern. Affordable 
housing, playgrounds for children, Metro 
signage to direct ballpark patrons, librar¬ 


ies and job skills for youth were among 
the topics discussed. 

The environment and open space dis¬ 
cussion included encouraging bicycle use, 
avoiding tall buildings making canyons of 
streets, redesigning a new bridge, and set¬ 
ting buildings back from the river. 

Jobs for local residents were empha¬ 
sized in several panels. Permanent jobs, 
not just seasonal work. “If this is only 
about a stadium, it should not be built. 
This is about people.” 

Over 200 comments handwritten on 
charts placed around the Van Ness school 
room have been typed into 16 pages and 
mailed to people registered at the meet¬ 
ing. They are also on the Office of Plan¬ 
ning website www.planning.dc.gov. and 
www.anacostiawaterfront.net. 

On the planning office website, click 
on one of the listings that says the work¬ 
shop was held on April 23. (It said CUR¬ 
RENT as this is written). 

Ballpark a Catalyst for 
Improvements 

In a media release Toni Griffin, staff 
member of the Anacostia Waterfront 
Corporation, one of the sponsors of the 
meeting says, “Our goal is to make the 
ballpark a catalyst for many neighbor¬ 
hood improvements and services. The 
neighborhoods must benefit from the 
ballpark.” 

In the release Ellen McCarthy, Interim 
Director of the DC Office of Planning, 
stated: “It is crucial that we get the 
community’s views on these important 
issues.”

Waterfront Corp. Gives Grants 


Short term projects of community 
organizations will be financed by the 
Anacostia Waterfront Corporation to 
“connect people to the Anacostia River 
and generate activity along its shores.” 
The announcement of the grants 
says they can be between $2,500 and 
$25,000 and by organizations “that have 
a demonstrated capacity to complete 
projects effectively, within a specific 
time frame while maintaining desired 


budget goals.” The projects need to be 
completed by Oct. 1, 2005.

Benjamin Sands , 30 Years Later

This year marks the 30th anniver¬ 
sary of the Scholarship Committee of the 
Southwest Neighborhood Assembly so it 
is an opportune time to reflect on one of 
its first recipients, Benjamin Sands. 

Sands is now a parent, an advocate for 
arts education, an accomplished musician 
and the music director at Calvin Coolidge 
Senior High School where he has served 
for the past 23 years. 

Sands’ love of the arts came from his 
parents, who enrolled the young student 
in extra curricula activities after school 
in arts-related workshops. He played in 
bands at Jefferson JHS and at McKinley 
Tech. His alto and tenor saxophone pur¬ 
chases were aided by a grant from River 
Park residents in 1976. River Park Friends, 
Inc. continues to support the SWNA 
Scholarship Committee. 

Sands graduated from Howard Univer¬ 
sity in 1980 as a music education major 
with a minor in saxophone, having spent 
a semester touring in Switzerland with 
traveling shows. 

After graduation Sands taught music at 
LaRue’s Children Academy in Southwest 
and later at the Filmore Arts Center in 
Georgetown. During this period, Sands 
realized a part of his dreams by becoming 
the music teacher at Coolidge SHS. This 
is where he became a staunch advocate 
for arts education. Representing public 
school teachers, Sands testified before 
Congress on the importance of music 
education in public schools, serving as a 
member of a panel which included Walt 
Disney and Branford Marsalis. Some of 
Sands proteges have become DC Schools 
band directors, as well as two Coolidge 
alumni who are pursuing careers in music 
education. Recently, one of Sands’ pro¬ 
teges won a full scholarship to Delaware 
State University. 

Sands’ commitment to his students 
and his profession was evident when 
he forego vying for the National Board 
Teacher’s certification because it would 
take time he felt should be devoted to his 
after-school group of beginning music 
students. Being valued and successful 



should help dispel the negative images of 
youth which abound today. 

Sands’ efforts have gained him recogni¬ 
tion and respect locally and nationally. 
In 1998 Essence chose him as one of the 
top 10 contestants in their “What a Man” 
contest in recognition of his outstanding 
efforts to the community. His accom¬ 
plishments as music director have been 
noted as recipient of the Wolftrap Out¬ 
standing Performing Arts Teacher in the 
late 1990’s, his nomination as Coolidge 
SHS’s Band of the Week in 2004 by 
Channel 9, and by being selected to play 
at the Inauguration Pep Rally at the Ritz 
Carlton, aired on Channel 5 News and 
later in Switzerland. 

Sands’ daughter, Janelle, is a sophomore 
sociology honor student at Temple Uni¬ 
versity, as well as studying the piano. His 
son, Benjamin III, is a sophomore honor 
student at Kennedy SHS in Montgomery 
County and a trumpet player. Sands vol¬ 
unteers with the Kennedy band. 

Sands is a perfect example of Scholar¬ 
ship Committee recipients - people who 
have the will power and the talent to 
succeed and, in overcoming obstacles, to 
lead the way by example to future SW 
generations.

As an adult he was one of 
the founders of the Southwest Neighbor¬ 
hood Assembly, served as executive direc¬ 
tor of the Southwest Community House, 
was elected as a commissioner on the 
SW/SE Advisory Neighborhood Com¬ 
mission, and was President and Founder 
of Tel Court Cooperative housing on Half 
St. S.W.. He was chairman of the advisory 
committee of parents and friends of MPD 
B & G Club #4. 

A long time member of winning soft- 
ball and football teams of the local Cava¬ 
lier Athletic club, he rejuvenated it in the 
1990s into the Cavaliers Athletic Benevo¬ 
lent Club, Inc., which supports many 
sports activities for SW youth.
